LONDON, March 11 (AP).—In 
an atmosphere that was friendly 
but unmistakably skeptical, Sumner 
Welles explored Great Britain's of- 
ficial attitude on war and peace 
aims in talks with national leaders 


The United States Undersecretary 
of State disclosed that the memo- 
randum made public in Paris, out- 
lining American desires for free 
world trade and a riddance of fear 
in the peace to come after the Euro- 
pean war, had been given to other 
governments he had visited. 

Welles repeated that he had 
brought no proposals of any kind to 
Europe and, refusing to express 
views on anything—even the ap- 
pearance of London—he repeated 
that his report was fcr President 
Roosevelt only. 

He said he expectd to see Premier 
Mussolini and Foreign Minister 
Count Galeazzo Ciano when he 
returns to Rome on his way to the 
United States, but does not plan to 
visit Ireland or revisit Germany. He 
is to leave for Rome, by way of 
Paris, Thursday. 

A private audience with King 
George VI at Buckingham Palace 
was the first item on the itinerary 
of the second busy day for Welles 
in the British capital. Talks with 
Prime Minister Chamberlain and 
Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax 
were to follow. 

After being received by the King, 
Welles and the monarch joined 
Queen Elizabeth for tea. 

Press Comment, 

Discussing the possible results of 
the conferences, the London news- 
papers were polite but frank. Their 
comment was summed up by the 
Daily Mail: 

“The visibility was decidedly poor 
and glimpses even of the immediate 
future are apt to be misleading.” 

Tonight, Lord Halifax will enter- 
tain Welles at dinner. Tomorrow, 
he will lunch with Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and 
dine with Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty. Wednes- 
day, Chamberlain will give a din- 
ner for Welles. 

Each occasion will be restricted to 
a small group of “representative 
Englishmen” to avoid any confu- 
gion in making clear the British 
position. 

For instance, Chamberlain is ex- 
pected merely to re-emphasize what 
Halifax told Welles yesterday. 
“The security for vhich Britain 
went to war,” Halifax is authori- 
tatively reported to have told 
Welles, is still the keystone of her 
war aims and to achieve that, 
there would have to be a German 
Government which could be “trust- 
ed to keep its word.” 

Scotland Yard detectives are 
guarding every step Welles makes 
and their vigil will not be relaxed 
until he leaves. The motorcycle 
escort from the airport to the Dor- 
chester Hotel was unusual for 
Britain and was referred to as 
“American style.”

ROME, March 11 (AP)—Foreign

Italian Foreign Minister Count 
Galeazzo Ciano and German Am- 
bassador Hans Georg-Viktor von 
Mackensen attended the confer- 
ence which, like yesterday's, was 
described as “cordial.” 

Before calling at Mussolini's Pal- 
anno Venezia office, Von Ribben- 
trop talked for half an hour with 
Ciano during a day of intense dip- 
lomatic activity which observers

confirmation. 
Authoritative Fascists said that 
if a proposal for the joint guarantee 
were meade, it was out of the ques- 
tion for Italy to become a guaran- 
tor because of geographical diffi- 
culties. 
One strong indication as a result 
of Von Ribbentrop’s first meeting 
with Mussolini was that the Fascist

Possible Questions. 
Authoritative Italian statements 
that Von Ribbentrop came to ob- 
tain Mussolini's viewpoint on war 
questions were accepted in foreign 
diplomatic circles as meaning that 
he wanted to know where Italy 
stood in case of certain develop- 
ments. 
These possibilities were believed 
to be: First, British-French exten- 
sion of the war by sending troops 
to Finland’s aid through Norway 
and Sweden and German-Russian 
counterattacks: second, German 
extension of the war to some new 
front either in the north or south- 
east. 
Since both axis partners are re- 
garded as anxious to avoid a 
spreading war, the possibility of 
Allied action was predominant in 
the Fascist press. 

Yesterday, when news that Brit- 
ain had released 13 Italian colliers 
carrying German coal was told, the 
Italian press generally gave settle- 
ment of the controversy more space 
than the Von Ribbentrop visit. 

Myron C. Taylor, President

Nick and Weston Extortion Case 
Continued to April Term. 

The case of John P. Nick, de- 
posed boss of the movie operators’ 
union, and Clyde A. Weston, for- 
mer business agent of the union, 
who were charged in an indictment 
with extorting $6500 from movie 
theater owners in 1937, today was 
continued to the April term of Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Judge Thomas J. Rowe ordered 
the continuance and in a state- 
ment from the bench, said: “It is 
the opinion of the Court that this 
case should be continued on the 
Court’s own motion to the April 
term. 

“Because of these articles, car- 
toons and editorials and news ac- 
counts referring to these cases and 
because of the contempt proceed- 
ing which is pending, I feel this 
case could not be fairly and im- 
partially, tried in this term of 
ocurt.” 

Sigmund M, Bass, defense attor- 
ney, had reported to the Court that 
Weston, suffering from heart dis- 
ease, was too ill to come to court 
and, furthermore, the defense be- 
lieves that the case should be con- 
tinued “because of the other mat- 
ter just referred to and the pub- 
licity thereto.” The reference was 
to the contempt proceedings 
against the Post-Dispatch. 

“We believe it would be difficult 
to get a jury free of bias and 
prejudice,” Bass continued. The 
attorney said the defense had pre- 
pared for trial, but had changed 
its plans because of Weston’s ill- 
ness and the contempt proceed-

Elmer Dowling, friend of Londe, 
was found guilty of assault with in- 
tent to kill Baker by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Court at Clayton last Friday 
and his punishment was fixed at 30 
years in prison. Alfred Selvaggi, ex- 
convict and former Cuckoo .gang- 
ster, will be tried on the same 
charge at the May term of court. 
Londe, identified by Baker as the 
man who bombed a cleaning shop, 
is serving a 25-year term. Baker 
lost an eye as the result of the at- 
tack upon him.

HELSINKI, March 11. — The 
possibility of a dramatically swift 
conclusion to the Russian-Finnish 
war was raised here for the first 
time last night in a communique 
which revealed that a four-man 
Finnish delegation, headed by Pre- 
mier Risto Ryti, had been negoti- 
ating in Moscow since Thursday 
night or Friday. 

No information is yet available 
here, however, to indicate whether 
a peace settlement at present is 
more than a possibility. The com- 
“knowledge 
had been obtained of the peace pro- 
posals” of the Soviet Union but 
“no decisions have been taken up 
to the present.” Thus, the nature 
of the Kremlin’s terms will in large 


measure determine the issue of con- 
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cuss peace terms with the Krem- 
lin represent different sections of 
Finland’s political and economic 
life. Premier Ryti, who had never 
held a high political office until 
he became wartime Premier, was 
for years governor of the Bank of 
Finland. He is a close friehd of 
Governor Montagu Norman of the 
Bank of England, wo regards 
Ryti’s mind as “one of the best 
banking brains in Europe.” 

Finland’s former Minister to 
Stockholm, Juho Paasikivi, the 
man who headed the prolonged pre- 
war negotiations with Russia, is 
also a member of the delegation. 
He speaks Russian fluently‘ and is 
familiar with the ways of Stalin 
and Molotov. 

It is interesting that the third 
member of the delegation is Gen. 
Karl Rudolf Walden, one of Field 
Marshal Baron Gustave Carl Man- 
nerheim's closest friends and ad- 
visers. Gen. Walden is known as 
the cellulose king of Finland and 
is one of her wealthiest citizens. 

The fourth delegate is Prof. 
Viano Voionmaa, a former Foreign 
Minister and author of numerous 
He is a Socialist and 71 
years old. The two outstanding 
men on the delegation are Ryti 
and Gen. Walden. As practical 
business men they have had long 
experience in the art of compro- 
mise—and are making the best of 
situations according to the possi- 
bilities at hand. 

Unusual Circumstances. 


The circumstances under which 
the Finnish delegation went se- 
eretly to Moscow were admittedly 
most exceptional, as is testified by 
the fact that the Finnish Premier 
himself headed the delegation and 
the further fact that—while fight- 
ing continued on the front—the 
delegates actually journeyed to the 
capital of the enemy country. This 
would tend to lend credence to re- 
ports that a swift decision was de- 
manded by Moscow. It is quite prob- 
able that the Finnish Government 
became convinced that it was es- 
sential to learn officially and with- 
out intermediaries precisely what 
Russia’s rock-bottom terms might 
be. 

It is surmised here that the 
Finnish Government wished to 
avoid any wild speculations of 


false peace hopes. 

In any event, since the time the 
delegation left Wednesday, there 
has been no slightest hint here 
that. conversations were taking 
place inside Russia. Not until Sat- 
urday afternoon did reports reach 
here from abroad implying that 
Ryti had left Finland or had gone 
to Riga (Latvian capital). 

Barly this morning it is impossi- 
ble to know whether Moscow’s 
final terms are such as would, in 


effect, destroy Finland’s integrity. 


The Finnish people have not been 
prepared to consider the imposi- 
tion of a victor’s peace. In that 
contingency, Finland would have 
no apparent recourse, it would ap- 
pear, but to address herself to 
Great Britain and France. In the 
eventuality of a peace which can 
or must be swallowed, fighting 
might cease any time this week. 
The Finnish communique said 
contact with the Soviets was made 
through the mediation of the 
Swedish Government, Outside Fin- 
land a similar role has been cred- 
ited to Germany as well as Swe- 
den, but this had not been con- 
firmed here.

nounced today. 


Spake, 21 years old, had too = 


many drinks” during the initiation 
of Theta Nu Epsilon, sub-rosa fra- 
ternity which selects its members 
for their conviviality, good fellow- 
ship and campus leadership, Orr 
said. Following the initiation, he 
returned to his room in the Kappa 
Sigma Fraternity house early yes- 
terday, Orr related. 

A freshman went to the dormi- 
tory in which Spake slept yesterday 
morning, noticed he was lying face 
down and was unable to wake him. 
Paul Christman, football player, 
who alse lives in the fraternity 
house ,suggested Spake be taken to 
the university hospital. He was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. 

There were no marks on Spake’s 
body, but all his fingers were paint- 
ed with mercurochrome up to the 
second joint, indicating he had been 
initiated into T. N. E., a fraternity 
not approved by university authori- 
ties, Prosecuting Attorney Orr re- 
lated. An autopsy showed he had 
died of suffocation. 

Dr. Albert K. Heckel, dean of 
men at the university,’ said he 
would order T. N. E. to disband im- 
mediately. He said he knew sev- 
eral of the members from an epi- 
sode two years ago when they 
painted their insignia on a sorority 
house door and would call on these 
students to promise, in writing, to 
break up the organization. Unless 
they comply, he added, they will be 
expelled. 

Spake’s home was in Kansas City. 
His father is a Postoffice employe. 
He was active in dramatics and stu- 
dent publications. Last fall, he was 
one of five candidates in the “moat 
handsome male” contest. Francis 
Barnes of St. Louis, president of 
Kappa Sigma, emphasized his fra- 
ternity is in no way connected with 
T. N. E.

Survey Shows 19 Is ‘Danger Age’ | 
For Criminally - Inclined Girls, 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP).— 
The “danger age” for criminally in- 
clined young women is 19 and both 
boys and girls between 16 and 
21 have more than their propor- 
tionate share in crime, the Ameri- 
can Law Institute asserted today. 

A survey by an institute’s com- 
mittee said that in 1933 state and 
Federal prisons and reformatories 


received 17 girl prisoners who were 


19 years old for every 100,000 of 
that age in the country—the big- 
gest proportion of any age group. 

The report showed that in the 
less serious crimes—resulting in 
confinement in local jails—the 
girls were slightly older, between 21 
and 24. Jails in the first six 


months of 1933 received 73.8 women 
for each 100,000 of that age range 
against 55 in the 19-year group. 

“The reason is, of course, that 
in the jail commitments there is 
such an abundance of disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness and va- 
grancy cases, which tend to occur 
more in older groups than in the 
youth group,” said Dr. William 
Draper Lewis, the institute direc- 
tor. 

Dr. Lewis reported that girls, 
like boys of the same group, were 
potential material for adult crim- 
inal careers once they’ had been 
arrested, declaring that 60.7 per 
cent of the women committed to 


county and city jails in 1933 had 
been previously arrested.

By Perplexing Picture of Europe 


Almost Anything May Happen and He May 
Be Forced to Delay Final Summation Un- 
til He Returns to Paris and Rome.

O reporter bent on a search for 
News ever ran into a more per- 
plexing and involved story than 
that which confronted Sumner 
Welles, President Roosevelt's spe- 
cial envoy, when he began his con- 
versations with British notables in 
London today. 
“The present phase of the Euro- 
pean situation” which Welles is ex- 
pected to report on is, in fact, no 
phase at all. As the American 
diplomat continued his diplomatic 
tour by calling on Foreign Secre- 
tary Viscount Halifax, King George 
and Prime Minister Chamberlain 
this afternoon, news from Helsinki 
and Rome—now the centers of 
diplomatic activity—made it evi- 
dent that almost anything could 
happen and that this “anything” 
might result in a complete change 
of the general European picture at 
any hour. 


Problem of Finland. 


In Helsinki, the Finnish Govern- 
ment was considering a peace of- 
fer from Moscow which, according 
to a message received from a 
Post- Dispatch-Chicago Daily News 
correspondent, “will recall the terms 
to which Czecho-Slovakia submit- 
ted after Munich.” If the Finnish 
Government, under pressure from 
almost innumerable well wishers,” 
now bows to these terms, it will 
mean that not only Finland but 
the Baltic and Scandinavian coun- 
tries as well will fall within the 
German-Russian sphere of influ- 
ence and that the Allies will have 
to modify their plans accordingly.

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THE CASE OF PALESTINE. 

A chemist named Chaim Welsmatin performed a 
great service for the British Empire in one of the 
last war's darkest hours. The supply of acetone, a 
substance essential for making cordite, had run disas- 
trously short.

HE most unpardonable journalistic

lini’s age, mention the fact that he is a 
grandfather, describe any indisposition he 
may have, or allude to any sign of his in- 
credsing years. 

It is not vanity so much as fear that 
makes Il Duce so angry—fear that he will 
not much longer be able to hold the reins 
and exert the absolute power which has al- 
ways been his consuming ambition. 

Outwardly, Mussolini has not changed 
very much during the past few years. At 
57, the lines in his face are somewhat heav- 
ier, but the quick, springy step that he uses 
in public is still as elastic, the magnificent 
posture which always make him seen taller 
than his 5 feet 6 inches is still as erect, his 
salute as snappy and untiring as ever. 

But the pace of his horsemanship is not 
what it was, and he no longer takes those 
phenomenal jumps. His doctor has tactfully 
warned against the strain. Mussolini has 
also had to stop the mad motorcycle dashes 
on the Ostia road which he enjoyed so 
much, and his hair-raising skiing swoops in 
winter on the slopes of Monte Terminillo. 

But the real change hag come in the 
Duce’s mind. Not many, even in Rome, 

know what stagger- 
ing blows Mussolini's 
ambitions, plans and 
pride have taken 
from the “wild man 
of the North,” Adolf 
Hitler.

And now the Fuehrer was turning Germany 
inside out to give his master an imperial 
welcome, Mussolini saw the vast Krupp 
armament works, the airplane factories and 
the strength of the German army. This 
was almost too good to be true, he told his 
son-in-law, Ciano. Backed by this power, 
Mussolini’s Fascism could dominate Europe 
tomorrow. : 

Intoxicated by these visions of power, the 
dictators talked it over. Germany was to 
have Austria and colonies; Italy a Mediter- 
ranean empire. The Balkans would be di- 
vided into two spheres of influence. 

The Fuehrer, however, took precipitate 
payment for services to be rendered, In 
March, 1938, his columns rolled into Vienna.

Mussolinis Mediterranean empire came 
crashing down in a cloud of dust. 

He salvaged as much as he could from 
the wreckage. The axis remained in theory. 
To have given it up would have been to 
lose all bargaining power against England 
and France. But the German trade and 
military “missions” gradually disappeared. 
Convinced that war with Poland would bring 
in England and France and start a Eu- 
ropean conflagration, he sent Ciano to 
Berchtesgaden to warn the Fuehrer, and 
to tell him Italy would not stand by him. 

Mussolini’s mistakes have cost him more 
than his dreams. They have cost him much 
of the dictator’s most essential possession: 
prestige at home. The gossip of the aristo- 
cratic tea table and the opinion of the dock 
workers in Genoa alike are laid—digested 
and precisely ordered—before the Duce 
every morning. | 

During the past two years, this digest has 
brought the story of increasing discontent. 
Abyssinia, in terms of gold and other riches, 
has been a great disappointment. The cam- 
paign in Spain was very unpopular. 

And above all—the axis. After Musso- 
lini’s first visit to Berlin, stories began to 
circulate. “Mussolini makes history, but 
Hitler makes geography” was one of the pet 
cracks in Rome. |

Coastal Lifeboat Goes to 
Aid of Crew of Steamer 
After Rescuing 17 From 
Another Craft. 


LONDON, March 11 (AP).—A 
coastal lifeboat which rescued 17 
men from one vessel early this 
morning off Southeast England was 
called to aid an unidentified Greek 
steamer which was reported sink 
ing after striking a mine. 

Three merchantmen were the lat- 
est acknowledged losses of Great 
Britain. 

The 1918-ton Maindy Hill and 
9719-ton Chevychase both went 
down last night in the North Sea 
and the Borthwick, 1097 tons, foun- 
dered off Flushing, The Nether- 
lands, after hitting a mine. The 
Maindy Hill sank after an explo- 
sion and the Chevychase collided 
with an unidentified ship. All the 
crews were saved. 

The British Admiralty announced 
the names of eight prisoners from 
a German submarine but gave no 
details of their capture. 


Naxis Say They Destroyed Tenth 
of Britain’s Tanker Fleet. 

BERLIN, March 11 (AP). — The 
German high command asserted 
yesterday that 10 per cent of Brit- 
ain’s tanker fleet had deen de- 
stroyed in the war at sea. The 
communique said: 

“Since the beginning of the war, 
German sea forces have sunk 46 
enemy tankers and neutral tankers 
on their way to England with a 
total gross tonnage of 331,543. 

“Included were 82 English tank- 
ers with a gross tonnage of 230,125. 
Thus, 10 per cent of the English 
fleet of tankers has been de- 
stroyed.” 

(The British acknowledged loss 
of only 19 British and 10 neutral 
tankers up to March 2 and an in- 
formed London source said British 
tankers last July numbered 435, 
aside from 63 owned by British do- 
minions and colonies.) 


Unidentified Ship Reported Tor- 


pedoed Off Portuguese Coast. 

LISBON, March 11 (AP). — A 
ship whose identity was not dis- 
closed yesterday was reported tor- 
pedoed 17 miles off the south 
coast of Portugal. 

Several survivors were reported 
approaching land near Faro. 

Portuguese naval sources, how- 
ever, said the only vessel in dis- 
tress off the south coast was the 
4343-ton Greek freighter Alexan- 
dros which, they said, had radioed 
it was adrift seven miles off Cape 
St. Vincent as a result of engine 
trouble. 

The Alexandros was 
Tangier. 


Netherlands Ship Sunk by Mine; 
Crew of 33 Rescued. 

AMSTERDAM March 11 (AP).— 
The Netherlands steamer Amor, 
2325 tons, sank today after striking 
a mine in the North Sea. The crew 
of 83 was rescued by the Irish 
steamer City of Bremen and landed 
at Flushing. 

The Amor was bound from the 
West Indies to Rotterdam with a 
general cargo.

in the air forces and navies of the 
world. 

A different type of plane will be 
required, according to the inventor, 
because of the way in which the 
explosive must be used. A far more 
effective type of aerial warfare can 
be pursued against naval vessels, 
according to Barlow, who claims 
that a liquid oxygen bomb dropped 
even some little distance from a 
battleship will cripple it. 

Barlow is the inventor of a safety 
detonator widely used during the 
World War. Before it was used 
on bombs there were accidential ex- 
plosions that took a heavy loss of 
life. 

The Barlow safety detonator was 
used, according to Senator Clark 
by both the army and the navy. 
After the war Barlow brought suit 
in the Court of Claims, declaring 
the Government had broken an 
agreement to recompense him for 
use of his invention. He fought 
the case through the long and 
tedious procedure of the Court of 
Claims and finally won a judgment 
of $750,000. Later Congress appro- 
priated this amount to pay Barlow’s 
claim. The military departments 
of the Government were opposed 
to the Barlow claim. 

As Nye pointed out in his state- 
ment, this opposition hag carried 
over to the present day.

City Marshal and Another Fight in 
Restaurant and Each Is Hit 
by Three Bullets. 

WESTON, Mo., March 11 (AP). 
—City Marshal Donald H. Weig- 
man, 37 years old, and O. D. Gray, 
about 55, were shot and killed yes- 
terday in an exchange of gunfire in 
a Weston restaurant.

N my first article, which appeared 
| vesteraay, I told you that you 

could be beautiful after 40; I told 
you of the things you can and 
must do. Today’s chat is a real 
lesson for your loveliness, 

Today I will tell you how to use 
cleansing cream and toning lotions, 
When you possess anything that 
you wish to preserve, to cherish, 
you always cleanse it to bring out 
the full beauty. So, too, cleansing 
is the first step in skin care. After 
40 the skin needs deep cleansing 
to rid each tiny pore of dust and 
soil. 

It is important to select a cream 
for cleansing that is soft and pene- 
trating. One that will cleanse the 
skin deeply, thus giving it a fresh 
glow. 

A dry skin is the greatest enemy 
of beauty after 40. If your skin 
is dry shun frequent soap and water 
washings, If you must use soap and 
water for the good of your soul, you 
must follow it at once with a richly 
lubricating cream. This will coun- 


-teract the drying effect of soap and 


water. , 

The liquefying cleansing creams 
do a marvelous job of cleansing. 
You must use this type of creain 
on a little pad of absorbent cotton. 
This method really “washes” your 
skin. If your skin is heavy and oily 
you will find the liquefying cream 
very effective for cleansing, but it 
is followed by an entirely different 
type of lotion than the one used by 
the woman with a dry skin. If you 
like you may select for either oily 
or dry skin one of the soft mulsi- 
fied cleansing creams. These are 
applied to the skin with the finger- 
tips. 

When you give yourself a home 
beauty treatment always assemble 
your aids to beauty before you 
start to work. Have ready several 
small pads of absorbent cotton 
squeezed out of cold water. You 
make the pads just as you do little 
biscuits. You may put your do- 
mestic talents to work on your 
beauty problems. Mold the wet 
cotton firmly in the palm of your 
hand, press and squeeze out the 
water. 

Have your cleansing cream and 
a good skin toning lotion ready. 
Select a mild skin tonic if your 
skin is dry, a “peppy” astringent 
one of your skin is oily: Now you 


are ready to begin. 


Be sure to bind your hair away 
from the face with a strip of 
gauze or elastic bandage Have no 
stray wisps of hair clinging to your 
face. Put about a teaspoonful of 
cleansing cream on one of your lit- 
tle pads.

One would think that if vitamins 
were necessary, a population such 
as Germany at the present time 
would show the effects of lack of 
vitamins as well as lack of total 
calories in the food. Is there any 
evidence to show that this is true? 


In a report published by Dr. 
Martin Gumpert, former head of 
the Berlin City Dispensary for De- 
formity Diseases, which was ab- 
stracted in the Readers Digest for 
December, 1939, it is pointed out 
that all of the deficiency diseases 
have increased in Germany under 
Hitler’s regime. This increase is 
not in accord with the experience 
of other countries and is far more 
excessive than could be accounted 
for by incidental variations in vital 
statistics. 

Rickets shows an alarming in- 
crease and this has resulted in a 
noticeable prevalence of foot de- 
formities in children who are be- 
ginning to walk. Scurvy is fre- 
quent in infants and has even been 
found in adults. Infectious diseases, 
the incidence of which is partially 
dependent on vitamin A, are very 
prevalent, diphtheria having in- 
creased almost 50 per cent since 
1933. All over the world elsewhere, 
the incidence of diphtheria has 
been on the decrease. The death 
rate from diphtheria in Germany 
is now more than four times that 
of the United States. Tuberculosis 
is on the decline in every other 
country, but on the increase in 
Germany.

West opened his fourth highest 
heart and East’s ace won. Declar- 
er felt far from happy the moment 
he saw dummy’s singleton club; that 
meant that the club suit could not 
be solid and, moreover, that it could 
not be established by the ordinary 
method of conceding a trick, since 
South had no suré outside entry in 
his hand. Obviously, to attempt the 
establishment of dummy’s spade 
suit would be futile because the de- 
fenders meanwhile would be estab- 
lishing their heart suit for three 
tricks. Therefore, when East made 
the highly persuasive shift to the 
club jack after winning the first 
trick, declarer played the five spot, 
praying for the suit’s continuation. 
West played the three, but. from 
East’s viewpoint the deuce still was 
missing and West very easily might 
not have been able to spare a high- 
er card than the three, particularly 
if he held A Q 3 2. East hardly 
could know that declarer was entry- 
less except in clubs and he could 
not be greatly censured for falling 
squarely into South's trap. He éon- 
tinued with the 10 of clubs. De- 
clarer won and rattled off three 
more club tricks. After that it was 
easy to establish one heart trick 
which, together with the A K Q 
of diamonds and the ace of spades, 
fulfilled the contract.

Designing Women 


A Dual Meal 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE late Sunday or holiday 
Tate is often known as 

brunch because it is a combina- 
tion meal with breakfast type of 
foods served at the lunch hour. It 
begins with fruit and may be fol- 
lowed by either a cooked or ready- 
to-eat cereal. After this comes the 
main part of the meal with meat, 
crisp bacon, fried ham, or sau- 
sages, and often with eggs in some 
form. Of course, there are plenty 
of hot muffins, hot toast, toasted 
muffins, waffles or griddle cakes. 
The latter are often baked at the 
table with the aid of electrical 
equipment. 

Sometimes a special regional type 
of breakfast may be chosen with 
New England foods such as baked 
beans, brown bread, and fish cakes 
or with Southern dishes such as 
fish roe, corn muffins or hot bis- 
cuits. 

Breakfast of this sort may be 
served either at the table or buffet 
style. In the latter case, there 
may be several types of fruit juice, 
and other fruits, such as oranges, 
grapefruit, melon, stewed fruit or 
berries which may be arranged 
on the table for the choice of guests 
as they arrive. A coffee pot should 
be on hand at this time and should 
be replaced with fresh coffee as it 
is needed after the main part of 
the meal begins. 


BAKED BEANS, NEW ENGLAND
